Mew Oxford, is the first Adams Coun­ 
ty lx»y to lose his life in action on the 
Western Front in France. 
Yester lay 
afternoon his parents, Mr. anti Mrs, 
•John Gehring, receive I 
notice 
from 
the War Department that their son 
had been killed. 
This morning his 
name apjwars in the official casualty 
list. 


N o details are given 
except 
the 
significant 
statement 
that he 
was 
“ killed 
in 
action’*. 
It 
is probable 
that he met death in one of the re­ 
cent raid* by Gormans which always 
ended in the Americans gaining 
the 
supremacy and 
driving 
the 
hostile 
forces out 
of the trenches after the 
most severe hand to hand 
fighting. 
Or it may have been that he was one 
of the 
American, 
raiding 
turtles 
which penetrated the German 
lines 
this week. 


The youth at any event gave his 
life as the supreme sacrifice on the 
field of battle. 


Corporal Gehring was a native of 
New Oxford. 
After 
receiving 
his 
early schooling he accepted em ploy­ 
ment in the Livingston shoe factory, 
later engaging in the sam e trade at 
Lebanon. 
About three y e a r s ^go he 
enlisted in a company of the Pennsyl­ 
vania National Guard at Reading,anti 
in 1017 was with the State militia 
when it wa* ordered to the border. 
He served there for months. 
It is not 
known 
whether 
young 
Gehring was still with 
the 
militia 
when he met 
his death. 
Som e 
of 
these men, it is stated, were trans­ 
ferred. 
and 
some 
volunteered 
for 
other service, and so the exact com ­ 
mand with which he was identified 
is 
not known except 
to the 
War 
Department and his most 
intimate 
friends. 
Last spring, his parents and broth­ 
ers and sisters moved from N ew O x­ 
ford to Hanover and they are now 
residing in the latter town where the 
word of the young m an’s death was 
communicated to the parents. 
Beside his father and mother, Cor­ 
pora! Gehring leaves three br ithers 
and two 
sisters, 
Edward. 
Vincent, 
J>H>nard, Grace, and Helen Gehring, 
all residing at home. 
The man was aged about 22 years 
and had many friends.

part of the eg g com pany when eggs 
were broken while being transported 
by the defendant company. 
Follow ing the testim ony of the first 
w itness for the plaintiff a conference 
was held by attorneys 
representing 
the parties and the comprom ise was 
reached. 
Judge 
W orthington 
then 
instructed the jury to render a ver­ 
dict for the plaintiff in the amount 
that had been agreed upon.

Gettysburg, who 
landed in New York from Liverpool, 
and who is now visiting his relatives 
here. 


Chief Mate Stewart, who has seen 
eight years 
of active 
service in the 
merchant marine, also experienced a 
collision with four steam ships when 
the bow of "The Berw ind” was sm ash­ 
ed. 
The collision 
occurred a t 
6:30 
a. rn. ten miles off the coast of Bor­ 
deaux, France, in a dense fog, and it 
was with extreme difficulty that the 
steam ship reached port. 


Both incendiary fires on board ship 
occurred 
at night. 
One w as discov­ 
ered just ubove the boiler room and 
t ne other had to do with the ignition 
of the smoke screen that is being used 
by 
steam ers 
for 
protection. 
I he 
dam age was not extensive. 
The chief 
m ate was under suspicion and when 
jaunted with being a German was said 
to have replied in short order, 
4 Of 
course I’m a German. 
I wouldn’t be 
anything 
else!” 
On arrival 
“ Over 
There” naval authorities came aboard 
the ship and interned the q lf ender. 
“The Berwind” left New York A u­ 
gust 2«> and landed after a twenty-day 
voyage at Havre, with it* convoy car­ 
go of supplies and coal for the A m er­ 
ican* in the trenches. 
While no sub­ 
marines or mines were encountered, 
yet Mr. Stewart stated that members 
of several 
of the crews of the other 
nine ships in convoy sighted a num 
ber of them. 
Since December 
23 the steam ship 
has been laid up for repairs in E n g­ 
land. 
Its bow’ had 
to be cemented 
together. 
The ship-yard 
is full of 
: disabled vessels, one of w hich after 
being torpedoed was struck by a mine 
and was still able to crawl slowly in­ 
to port.
